Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota;

SECTION 1. The owner or possessor of any dog that
shall kill} wound, or worry any sheep or lamb shall be
liable for the value of such sheep or lamb to the owner
thereof, without proving notice to the owner or possessor
of such dog or knowledge by him that his dog was mis-
chievous or disposed to kill sheep.

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CHAPTER XXII.

AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION NINE OP CHAPTER THIRTY-THREE
OF THE GENERAL LAWS OP ONE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED

TION OF GAME.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION11. That section nine, chapter thirty-three, of
general laws of the year one thousand eight hundred and
seventy-one, is hereby amended by adding to said sec-
tion the following:

Provided, however, That any person or persons propa-
S&^°S an<* raising speckled or brook trout in creeks,
brooks or ponds owned by or in possession of such person
or persons, may catch and dispose of any speckled or
brook trout so propagated and raised, at any season of the
year, and shall not be liable to any of the penalties pre-
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scribed in this act. The provisions of this act shall be
applicable to Washington county only.

CHAPTER XXIII.

AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION ONE (1) OF CHAPTER SEVEN-
TY-EIGHT (78) OF 'GENERAL LAWS OF ONE THOUSAND
EIGHT HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-TWO, RELATING TO THE
PROTECTION OF FISH IN THE WATERS JOF HENNEPIN,
RAMSEY AND WASHINGTON COUNTIES.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That section one (1) of chapter seventy-
eight (78) of the general laws of one thousand eight
hundred and seventy-two, be amended so as to read as
follows:

Sec. 1. It shall be unlawful for any person to catch,
kill or destroy any fish known by the name of pickerel,
or any fish known by the name of bass, from any lake,
pond or marsh, or from any inlet or outlet thereof, situ-
ated and being within the boundaries of the counties of
Hennepin, Ramsey and Washington, state of Minnesota,
between the fifteenth day of March, and the fifteenth day
of May in any year.

SEC. 2. This act' shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
